CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 11.—Federal 
attorneys said to-day, when the Powder 
Trust hearing adjourned, that they had 
proved the Gunpowder Trade Association, 
composed of Du Pont-De Nemours, and 
thirty other powder companies, made 
playthings of the nations.

@ word to Far Eastern points, not in di- 
rect communication with the new cable. 
Postmaster General Lemieux’s estimate |} 
that: the State-owned cable would reduce 
the tariff between London and Canadian 
points by 650 per cent. or from 25 cents 
to 12% cents a word is not thought ex- 
travagant.

The only tears I have shed in all this 
bitter time have been over your letter, 
I could not read unmoved what you 
say ‘of him, for you confirm what 
have alway$S said, that those who 
know ‘him most, love him best. I 
dare to say he is the best man I have 
ever known. Do not ‘misunderstand 
me. I do not say he is the best man 
that ever lived, but that of all the 
men whom I have thoroughly, known 
he is the best. You must not think 
dear Joe, from the tone in which i 
write that we are cast down, or if 
cast down, discouraged. But can one 
tread the wine press so long alone 
and not some time give out? 

I have never been enthusiastic for 
the nomihation. The intensest feeling 
TY had was that it should not go to 
Bristow, But now I want Mr. Blaine 
to have it and to go to it, as it were, 
on men’s shoulders. I hate to hate, 
ut I am in danger of that feeling 
now. 


Mrs. Blaine was not at all confident 
_ that her husband would do better in 
the convention of 1880 than he had 
i done in 1878. Writing May 15, 1880, 
“to one of her daughters, she says: 


I do not know what to say to you 
about the week of the convention and 
coming home, I wish you would con- 
clude yourself to stay. I am almost 
sure a combination will be made 
against your Father, and then I 
would rather you were in Farming- 
ton. You must write to your Father 
peseceehy and let him decide. I have 
thought lately he would get it, but 
now I am very doubtful. His rivals 
are desperate. 


Mrs. Blaine’s lack of confidence was 
! fully justified by the convention, for in- 
stead of. nominating Blaine for the 
Presidency, it bestowed the prize upon 
{his friend Garfield. The close relations 
‘between the Blaines and the Garfields 
; became even closer when the two men 
y were associated in the administration 
“of the Government, Mr, Garfield as 
President and Mr. Blaine as Secretary 
"of State. The entire Blaine family was 
» overwhelmed with grief when this asso- 
> clation was terminated by Mr. Gar- 
field's death. With respect to the trag- 
edy which ended Garfield's life, we have 
« @ most important letter written by Mrs. 
} Blaine to a daughter. In it she says: 


Your father got up quite early 
yesterday morning in order to drive 
the President to the station, and at 
9:30 Tom, the boys, Alice, and I had 
breakfast, In the midst of it the 
doorbell rang, and Tom was called 
out. Then he called Walker; but as 
the house Is besieged all the time, 
we, who were-so fortunate as. to re- 
main unsent for, paid no attention to 
the prolonged absence of the absentees; 
but shall I ever forget the moment 
when Maggie Nurse came running 
into the room crying, “ They have 
telephoned over to you, Mrs. Blaine, 
that the President is assassinated.” 

Emmons flew, for we all remem- 
bered, with one accord, that his fath- 
er was with him. By the time I 
reached the door, I saw that it must 
be true—everybody on the street, and 
wild. Mrs. Sherman got a carriage and 
we dreve over to the White House, 
Found the streets in front jammed and 
the doors closed, but they let us 
through and in. The President still 
at the station, so drove thitherward 
Met the mounted police clearing the 
avenue, then the ambulance; turned 
and followed into that very gateway 
where, on the fourth of March, we 
had watched him enter. 

I stood with Mrs. MacVeagh in the 
hall, when a dozen men bore him 
above their heads, stretched on a mat- 
tress, and as he saw us and held us 
with his eye, he kissed his hand, to 
us—I thought I should die; and when 
they brought him into his chamber 
and had laid him on the bed, he turned 
his eyes to me, beckoned, and when I 
went to him, pulled me down, kissed 
me again and again, and said, *“‘What- 
ever happens I want you to promise 
to look out for Crete” the name he al- 
ways “ives his wife. ‘‘ Don’t leave 
me until Crete comes.”’. I took my old 
bonnet,.off and just stayed. I never 
left him. a moment. Whatever hap- 
pened in the room, I never blerched, 
and the day will never pass from my 
memory. At six or thereabouts, Mrs. 
Garfield came, frail, fatigued, des- 
perate, but firm and quigt and full 
of purpose to save, and I think now 
there is a possibility of succeeding. 


Three days later Mrs. Blaine advised 
her daughter that it looked as though 
“ Gaffy”" would live. “He,is now, 6 
o'clock, stil] comfortable,”’ she wrote, 
“and has asked for: beefsteak. They 
will not, of course, let him have it, but 
if they would it ought not to come 
from the White House Kitchen. Such 
tough leather as they had there for 
breakfast the other morning is a dis- 
grace to the cattle on a thousand hills.” 
Mrs. Blaine continued to write hope- 
fully about “Gaffy” until the day 
came when his surgeons found out they 


had deluded themselves and the coun- | 


try into an unwarranted optimism con- 
cerning their distinguished patient. 
Then came Arthur in the White House 
and Frelinghuysen in Blaine’s place at 
the State Department. For neither of 
;them had Mrs. Blaine any liking. Writ- 
ing to her daughter in 1882, Mrs. Blaine

We have Mrs. Blaine’s word for it 
that her husband was quite content 
after his retirement from‘the State De- 
partment to remain @ private citizen. 
She says in one of her letters that noth- 
ing at that time would have induced 
him to go’ back to public life, but of 
course we all know that if for the mo- 
ment he was in that attitude, his feel- 
ings underwent a change soon enough 
for him to become a candidate for the 
Presidential nomination in 1884. With 
reference to Mr. Blaine’s victory that 
year in the convention, and his defeat 
at the polls, Mrs. Beale includes in her 
collection only one letter. In that Mrs. 


Blaine says: 


You need not feel envious of any 
one who was here during those try- 
ing days. It is all a horror to me. 
I was absolutetly certain of the elec- 
tion, as I had a right to be from Mr. 
Elkins’ assertions. Then the fluctua- 
tions were so trying to the nerves. 
It is-easy to bear now, but the click- 
click of the tele ph, the shoutifig 
through the telephecne in response to 
its never-to-be-satisfied demand, and 
the unceasing murmur of men's voices, 
coming up through the night to my 
room, will never go out of my mem- 
ory—while over and above all, the 
perspiration and chills, into which the 
conflicting reports constantly threw 
the physical part of one, body and 
soul alike rebelling against the re- 
straints of nature, made an experience 
not to be voluntarily recalled. 

Three years later the Blaines were in 
Europe. Writing from London about 
ohe of the Queen’s garden parties, Mrs. 
Blaine says: 

The Queen came through the lines of 
visitors, so that we had a near view 
of her. The Prince of Wales walked 
with her, and she used g Iittle cane 
It was not an impressive sight, to see 
all the ladies falttng backward before 
this littie and old woman, like waves 
dying on the seashore. That they 
should be willing to do :t, I found it 
hard to understand, for the curtseying 
amounted to obeisance Some of the 
dress was very handsome and the 
jewels were perfectly stunning, but the 
tone of the whole thing was gloomy, 
frigid, and totally unimaginative 
Nothing here has surprised me more 
than the gloomy character of Eng 
lish enjoyment as compared with the 
gayety of home. 

From Florence Mrs. Blaine wrote to 
Mr. Maniey on Jan. 20, 1888, to advise 
him that her husband would not be a 
candidate for the Presidency that year. 
In the letter she said: 

Mr. Blaine wishes me to write you 
a confidential letter to prepare you 
for his letter of declination which is 
now nearly ready—-te be mailed. Set- 
ting aside his own reluctance to.go 
through another campaign, he feels 
exonerated from obligations to. the 
party by the fact that there are other 
candidates for whom their States are 
pledged to vote. As he has already 
run once, and as he lost his eléction 
by only a small minority, he thinks 
the only nomination which would be 
mandatory on him would be a unani- 
mous one. Were this hig first nomina- 
tion, he might enter the lists and fight 
like other candidates, but now he can- 
not. Self-respect would not permit it. 

Of course these motives do not re- 
ceive mention in his letter of declina- 
tion, but these facts do relieve him 
from obligation. 


A few days later, writing to her 
daughter Harriet, Mrs. Blaine says: 

Your father is in good spirits reading 
over his letter of declination, which 

goes off in a day or two to Mr. Jones, 

Chairman of the Republican National 

Committee. Do not cry, it has to go, 

and we shall be all the happier for 

being spared a Summer of suspense 
and the chances of defeat in the Au- 
tumn. You know what -Savonarola 
said when he had been tortured into 

a confession, ‘A man without virtue 

may be a Pope, but such & work as 

I contemplated demanded a man of 

excellent virtues."" Apply this to the 

Pater and the Presidency. 

While they were in Italy the news of 
Conkling’s death reached the Blaines. 
Referring to it in a letter to Walker 
Blaine, Mrs. Blaine says: ‘“ We have 
followed poorgConkling down to the 
yates of death and have been truly 
forry to them close upon him. I 
have never heard your father in ali 
the twenty-two years since he spoke 
hard words of him, say a syllable which 
he need regret.”

Harvard's Retiring Head , Sum- 
marizes His Experiences in Book 
on Administrative Problems 
and Methods. 


WRESIDENT ELIOT signalizes 
his regretted retirement from 
the Presidency of Harvard 
University by publishing this 
epitome of his experience:* 

That his administration has been about 
the longest and fruitfullest within the 
history of American education is known 
of all, so that there can be no doubt 
of his qualification thus to counsel all 
universities instead of the one to which 
he has confined his labors for a gen- 
eration. His striking fitness and ca- 
pacity for either his special or general 
duties can hardly be better shown than 
by his quotation of an inaugural ad- 
dress delivered thirty-nine years ago 
upon the quality and function of a Un- 
iversity President, with the comment 
that it remains correct to-day. After 
an honored lifetime of experience he 
finds nothing to change in the views 
he expressed after five months’ duty, 
and before his formal induction.

LONDON’S UNDERWORLD. 


LL who dre intérested in the study 
of sociological conditions and in 
the attempts of modern times to 

bring the underworld into the light will 
find, Thomas Holmes’s “ Known to the 
Police’’ (mported by Longmans, Green 
& Co., $3.00) a very meaty sort of book, 
For nearly twenty-five years Mr. 
Holmes was a police court. missionary 
in London; for the last four years he has 
devoted himself to the bettering of the 
lives of the poorest of that city’s honest 
poor, and he is still secretary of the 
Howard Association. Therefore he writes 
of London’s underworld out of the ful- 
ness of knowledge. He also writes with 
notable common sense and unusual 
clear-headedness. He has thought much 
and deeply upon the problems which his 
work brought before him, with plenty of . 
sympathy, but also with a practical 
shrewdness which kept in view the final 
good of the largest number as well as 
the immediate amelioration of the indi- 
vidual. What he has to say on “ The 
Hooliganism of the poor” is of great 
interest and value to all who are con- 
cerned with the alarming growth of 
rowdyism among New York lads. His 
chapter on “ The Housing of the Poor "’ is 
not of such direct application to our own 
conditions, except as a warning to keep 
them from drifting any further in that 
direction. The book abounds with 
shrewd, practical studies of criminal 
psychology, of the individual and of the 
class, always looking toward the end of 
benefi zg the criminal by reforming him 
or protecting society by treating him 
with needful wisdom. Perhaps the most 
interesting chapter is that in which he 
compares present conditions among crim- 
inals and police courts with the condi- 
tior s of a quarter of a century ago. He 
finds that there has been a, very marked 
change among the police court prisoners, 
but whether or not for the better he is 
not sure There is far less drunkenness 
and debauche ry among them, and delir- 
tum tremens, formerly common in the 
waiting rooms, seems to 
appeared.

THE BEGINNINGS 
OF JOURNALISM 


England's Seventeenth Century 
News-books” and Their Devel- 
opment—Late Appearance of 

Journalistic Literature. 


English journalism are treat- 
of in Mr. Williams's his- 
> tory.* ~These beginnings are 
as elemental and crude as those of 
English drama. The historian does not 
get as far, even, as the spicy and 
deplorable eighteenth century pam- 
phieteers. Printed periodicals of do- 
mestic news first appeared in England 
in 1622. From the establishment of 
printing until that day rigorously en- 
forced laws prohibited news publica- 
tlons. Those started were short lived 
and no copies of them were preserved. 
The earliest periodicals were merely 
translations and adaptations of foreign 
publications. Roya] permission was ne- 
cessary for the printing and circulation 
of news. King Henry VIII. suppressed 
news books, or pamphlets, but they 
probably originated at Amsterdam or 
Cologne or elsewhere in Europe. The 
early English pamphiets, “ books” or 
“sheets,” which were plentiful at the 
beginning of the Puritan uprising, were 
not called newspapers or newsletters 
until the establishment of The Oxford 
Gazette in 1665. 

Itisa *s fact In English history, 
therefore, the English had devel- 
oped a literature and a dramatic stage, 
had cultivated music and the fine arts, 
before they ever had a newspaper. It 
is an open question, too, if, so far as 
the drama is conterned, English poetry 
had not reached its zenith before The 


enlightenment, nor had their players. 
This is not a particularly. significant 
fact, perhaps, but it is worth noting, 
Mr. Wiliams’s book does not compre- 
hend any study of the development of 
journalism in England It is founded 
largely on an examination of the fa- 
mous Thomason collection, which forms 
@ great part of the British Museum's 
assemblage of seventeenth century 
journals. Thomason was a bookseller 
in St. Paul’s Churchyard. He began 
in 1641, when the political pamphiets 
were multiplying, to collect all the old 
newsbooks he could find, and to care- 
fully date and file them, sometimes 
with written contents, each pamphlet 
as it appeared. It is believed that his 
collection includes a copy of every tract, 
broadside, or newsbook which was 
printed in England, with or without 
license, between 164] and 1662. The 
collection was kept intact, after Thom- 
ason’s death in 1666, not without diffi- 
culty, though nobody seemed to be 
aware of its great historical value. 
Finally King George IIL bought it for 
$1,500. Mr. Williams considers it price- 
less, though few persons would care to 
give it house room, It is not beautiful 
and it contains nothing to read, except 
for historical students, For many of 
the pamphlets earlier than 1641, and 
all of those printed later than 1662, 
Mr. Williams has consulted the great 
Burney collection, also in the Museum. 
One other curious fact brought out by 
this historian is the significance of the 
titles of newspapers. He calls the title 
of The Times a “catchword.” We now 
use that word, contemptuously, with no 
regard for its original meaning. The 
catehword was the word printed in a 
singie line at the bottgem of the page 
of a book and also the first word on 
the next page. It is still used in legal 
writings and occasionally, with affee- 
tation, by fantastic printers. The com- 
mon catchword was employed to con- 
nect all the numbers of a periodical 
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French equivalent of this term, 
survives as a newspaper title. A still 


earlier word, but onenot employed in | 


England until the official journal was 
established, is gazet, or gazette, from 
the Italian gazetti, the name applied 
to the Italian written newspapers of 
the sixteenth century, the first news- 


papers. in the modern world. The origin } 


of this name is doubtful. It may have 
been taken from a Venetian coin in 
common use; it may mean magpie, and, 
though, as Mr. Williams says, the old 
periodicals were not chatterers, it all 
depends on the point of view. They 
were gossips in their smal way. They 
told about things many grave persons 
believed should not be spoken of. The 
word, on the other hand, may have 
been derived from gaza, a treasury. 
The gazettl were considered treasuries 
of news. 


The Oxford Gazette soon gave place | 


to The London Gazette, which still ex- 
ists, and occasionally mispells the name 
of a soldier who dies in battle. In 
other words, the official newspaper, the 
King’s budget of inforfmation, was 
transferred from the university town to 
the capital. After its establishment 
private newspapers fared badly for a 
long while. It was difficult to obtain 
a license and not easy to keep one. 
The Court held that The Gazette should 
satisfy the public demand for news. 
But the gossips were never discour- 
aged, the men with important informa- 
tion to sell managed somehow to sell 
it, the enemies of the Government 
found means to express their oppoal- 
tion. 

Some of Mr. Williams’s book is of in- 
terest only to the antiquary. But the 
literary student will find much to his 
liking in the accounts of the earliest 
newspapers, and the allusions to them

The actual history of British journal-¢ 
ism begins, however, with the publica- 
tion of A Currant of Generail 
May 18, 1622. Saccessive numb of 
this periodical appeared, each wi a 
different title. and frequently contain- 
ing matter translated from Dutch news 
books.

journalism. The inventor of 
advertising was the father of 
Montaigne. The English took the idea 
from the French in King James I.’s 
reign. Sir Arthur Gorges and Sir Wal- 
ter Cope, both men of good standing, 
were granted letters patent to devise 
some means of “ reciprocal! . intelli- 
gence” between. buyers and sellers. 
They had a monopoly of posters and 
circulars. They established advertising 
offices in the city. Gorges was the son 
of an Admiral, who succeeded to the 
ownership of Sir Thomas More’s estate 
in Chelsea, while Cope built Holland 
House, first called Cope Castle. The 
first news book advertisement appeared 
in 1626. But such advertisements did 
not become common until 1647. The 
comparatively new profession of ad- 
vertising, however, may be congrat- 
ulated on having a clearer and decenter 
origin than the newspaper. It required 
many more years for its full develop- 
ment.

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RECOLLECTIONS OF 
THE CRIMEAN WAR 


Publication of Correspondence of 
Lord Panmure Throws Light 
on Conditions Prevailing 
at the Front. 








wT UBLICATION of the so-called 
“Panmure Papers,” by which 
is meant the letters written 
eel and received by Lord Pan- 
’ mure while he was at the 
hedd of the British War Department 
and @ member of Lord Palmerston’s 
Cabinet, has been the means of dissem- 
inating considerable interesting imfor- 
mation, 

The period covered by the corre- 
spondence is that during which the 
British and their allies were fighting 
against Russia in Crimea. Among 
those who contributed to the corre- 
spondence were Palmerston, Lord Rag- 
lan; the Duke of Cambridge, Gen, Sir 
Jarnes Simpson, Gen. Sir William Cod- 
rington, Queen Victoria herself, and her 
devoted husband, the Prince Consort. 
The military student will gain from a 
study of the letters written by these 
great personages and others knowledge 
that heretofore has not been available 
of the operations of the British forces 
in one of the world’s greatest wars. 
Another very important feature of the 
correspondence is the light it throws 
upon the Queen as she followed the 
course of events in the Crimean Penin- 
sula with deeply concerned and intelli- 
gent interest. 

The British army that was helping 
fig§t the Russians was tm a very dis- 
tregsing situation when Lord Panmure, 
tn February, 1855, succeeded the Duke 
of Newcastle as Secretary of State for 
War. It lay exposed to the severities 
of the Crimean Winter on the heights 
that front Sebastopol, suffering for lack 
of food, fuel, clothing, and shelter. Out 
of as force whose mean strength was 
computed at 30,919. no fewer than 13,- 
6US' were in hospitals, and in the four 
months that terminated a few days 
after Lord Panmure’s installment in 
offre 8,898 British soldiers had died, 
the-most of them of disease. The Brit+ 
ish public was fully advised as to the 
lamentable conditions that prevailed 
at Sebastopol, and rightly attributed 
their prevalence to mismanagement on 
the. part of those whose duty it was to 
take good care that the army should be 
well fed, clothed, housed, and doctored. 

With this popular indignation the 
Queen was in full sympathy. She seems 
to have spent most of her time in con- 
sulfation with her husband as to ways 
and means for improving the lot of 
her army and for increasing its effi- 
ciency. In writing to Lord Panmure 
soon after he became Secretary, she 
said: “The valor displayed by our 
troops, as well as the suffering they 
have endured, have never been sur- 
passed, perhaps hardly equaled.” She 
urged Lord Panmure to make an ar- 
rangement by which she might be ena- 
blefi personally to give to each officer 
ang man who had been brought home 
ill br disabled a medal that should be 
an emblem of the nation’s appreciation 
of his services at the front. Nobody 
in England was prouder of the great 
gallantry displayed by her troops, and 
nobody grieved more at the losses, of 
which she kept full and true account. 
Writing to Lord Panmure on June 22, 
1855, just after the failure of an attack 
on Sebastopol, she said: ‘“‘ The Queen’s 
hedrt bleeds at the thought of so much 
loss; for the loss of every individual 
mah, whose worth is so great, is to her 
like that of a friend. All are alike 
dear to her.” : ; 

Such conditions as the Queen and all 
England wished to have established at 
the rront were not realized. There were 
improvements, so that the Winter of 
1855-6 was spent more comfortably 
than the previous Winter; but the of- 
ficial correspondence shows that the

the war when the War Department 
knew just what it wanted or even how 
to get done what it was convinced | 
should be done, There was abundant 
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satisfaction in England when it was 
known the war was to be fought to the 
bitter end. 

For the major part of the war there 
was dissatifaction at the War Depart- 
ment and at Windsor with the com- 
manding Generals. The Queen used 
to complain a good deal about Raglan, 
and even more about Simpson, who was 
Raglan’s successor, In one of her let- 
tere she says: 


Gen, Simpson goes on with the mis- 
take of Lord Raglan never to give his 
Government his reasons for the course 
he adopts. There may be good reasons 
why ¢ army should not move, but 
we hear + a one, now wr from 
him. When telegraphed before that 
he must wait to know the intentions 
and plans of the Russians, the Queen 
was tempted to advise a reference to 
St. Petersburg for them! 


But when Simpson had been relieved 
and word had come that he was morti- 
fied at his displacement, the Queen was 
full of pity for him. “ We must,” she 
wrote, “when he comes home, try to 
pour oll into his wounds and soften 
what may have appeared harsh, but 
was unfortunately true.” 

The kindliness the Queen discloses 
tn this suggestion is distinctly flustra- 
tive of her attitude toward all the 
Crimean officers. She was very impa- 
tient with blunderers and incompetents, 
and freely criticised them tn her letters 
to Lord Panmure; but there is no deny- 
ing that she was extremely considerate 
of the feelings of her heroes. She cer- 
tainly shows to advantage in her dis- 
cussions of Crimean affairs with the 
British War Department. 


IN FORETASTE OF 
THE TROUT SEASON., 


O lover of the wilderness and of the 
pools where the trout hide can read 
Albert Bigelow Paine’s “ The Tent 

Dwellers” (The Outing Pubishing Compa- 
ny, $1.50) without feeling his blood tin- 
gie with the desire to emulate “ Eddie” 
and rush at once to the places where 
can be bought tents and rods and sleep- 
ing bags end-all such things that savor 
of the wilds. But one does not need to 
be a cave-man in the marrow of his 
bones to appreciate and enjoy the book. 
For it has the distinctive quality of be- 
ing able to pass on to the reader some- 
thing of the same sensations of reckless 
elemental pleasure with which its two 
people paddied and camped and fished 
through the Nova Scotian wilderness. It 
is written in the first person and tells 
how the author and his friend “ Eddie,” 
who seems to have been a cave-man in 
pretty nearly everything except his bag- 
gage, began im December to pian their 
trip for the next Spring; how they spent 
the months from January until April 
buying things which they would probably 
need onthe expedition; how then “ Eddie” 
went on ahead because it was most nec- 
essary to be there in time to engage two 
guides, and left the author behind to 
finish the purchasing and follow in June. 
And in June it happened. And the trout 
were really there—not over in the next 
lake—and were neither too wise nor too 
lazy to take the flies. The author re- 
lates the story of their trip with a live- 
liness, a sense of humor, a notable fac- 
ulty for humorous narrative, and an 
ability to put into words—and not too 
many words, either—the fascination of 
the wilderness that give his book an 
unusual quality. Enjoying its gavor so 
much one deplores ail the more Mr. 
Paine’s sad habit of using singular verbs 
with plural subjects.

W. ROBERTSON NICOLL 
has written a most admir- 
able biography of that most 
admirable man, the Rev. 
John Watson, the great preacher, lect- 
urer, and novelist who was best known, 
in America at least, by his pseudonym 
“Tan Maclaren.” (Dodd, Mead & Co. 
$2. 

Dr. Nicoll was a close friend of Mr. 
Watson, knew him intimately, loved 
him dearly, and understood him as well 
as one man is able to understand anoth- 
er. His view of Mr. Watson is thNt he 
was a good, clever, useful and deli; 
ful man—a man of great parts, of which 
he gave excellent account; a man whose 
very slight did nobody any 
harm, If were to sum up Dr. 
Nicoll’s estimate of his friend we should 
say he regarded Mr. Watson as a near 
approach to the perfect man. This 
high appreciation fs bound to give de- 
light in America, where Mr. Watson's 
admirers are as numerous, in all prob- 
ability, as those of any other English- 
man of letters of recent times. 

Dr. Nicoll authoritatively confirms 
what was said in Mr. Watson's lifetime, 
that if he had followed his own inclina- 
tions instead of yielding to the wish of 
his parents, he would not have become 
a clergyman. He was not even a com- 
municant in the Christian Church when 
he determined he would be a minister, 
and he was far from gelighting in the 
atmosphere of religious circles. All 
through his life he had a feeling of re- 
gret that, seeing he was to become a 
clergyman, he was not early trained 
for the work he was to undertake, The 
Jesuits, he once remarked, were careful 
to frame the novice’s whole nature for 
his future work, so that all its powers 
should be gathered im and consecrated 
to the priestly office. In this he held 
the Jesuits exhibited characteristic wis- 
dom. 

But the chances are that Mr. Watson 
was all the better minister for lack of 
the early training he felt he should 
have had. Very likely he owed his 
great success as a pulpit orator and a 
spiritual adviser to the fact that he 
was permitted to live his own natural 
human life during his youth. His great 
humaneness was one of Mr. Watson's 
most important assets. Dr. Nicoll tells 
us; it was that which enabled him to 
reach men of all classes and to impress 
his views upon their minds, During 
his long ministry in Liverpool he dis- 
tinguished himself by his broad lib- 
erality in respect to theological mat- 
ters, The great essential truths of his 
religion were what he preached; he 
stood for a simple creed and an un- 
fettered Christianity. The late James 
Ashcroft Noble said of him: “He ad- 
dressed his hearers, not from some 
platform of scholastic thinking and 
hypothetical experience, but from a 
homely, stable ground, common to him 
and to them and to the whole world of 
man and woman,” 

Out of the pulpit, too, Mr. Watson 
was distinctly human and companion- 
able. Men of all classes and all relig- 
ions liked to be with him, for they 
found him generous-minded, sympa- 
thetic, alert, and entertaining. To 
every legitimate call he endeavored to 
respond, so that he never knew any- 
thing about leisure. Dr. Nicoll thinks 
he overworked himself and died pre- 
maturely because he would not spare 
himself, Illustrating his manner of 


life, Dr. Nicoll says:

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BRIEF REVIEWS OF LATE BOOKS 


MR. HOWELLS’S HOLIDAYS. } 


HE habit Mr, W. D. Howells formed 
many years ago of writing charm- 
ingly about his holiday doings still 

clings to him, and manifests itself strik- 
ingly in his latest book, “Roman Holl- 
days and Others,” (Harper & Brothers, 
$3,) in which he tells what he saw and felt 
while he was abroad early this year, re- 
visiting Italy and the Riviera. 

“ He made his way to Italy by the Medi- 
terranean route and, in passing, paid 
brief visits’to Funchal and Gibraltar. His 
book opens with a chapter descriptive of a 
Sunday spent in going up and down Ma- 
deira Island, and whoever reads it will 
certainly experience a strong yearning 
for the beautiful scenery and picturesque 
life it so vividly portrays, Of Gibraltar, 
the rock, Mr. Howells has some pleasant 
things to say, but for the town of Gib- 
raltar he professes small liking, having 
found only one thing in it that evoked his 
enthusiastic approval—the omelette that 
was part of his luncheon, “I shall al- 
Ways regret not taking more of the 
omelette,” he remarks. “ The eggs must 
have been laid for it in Africa that morn- 
ing at daybreak and brought over by a 
Moorish marketman; but we turned from 
the poetic experience of this omelette in 
the greedy hope of better things.” 

Next came a day at Genoa, then Naples, 
Rome, Leghorn, Pisa, and Genoa again, 
and, after Italy, a sojourn at Monte 
Carlo and thereabouts. While at Genoa 
Mr. Howells was very much annoyed by 
the gayety of some cheap incursion of Ger- 
man tourists. They seemed, he says, to 
have filled the whole city with their 
clamor and, when they were at ‘their 
meals, made a din with their tongues and 
knives that was quite deafening. 

“That would not have been so bad,” 
Mr. Howells adds, “if they had not been 
so plain, or if, when they happened, in a 
young girl or two, to be pretty, they had 
not guttled ana guzzled so like the plain- 
est of their number.” Mr. Howells would 
have no difficulty in getting corrobora- 
tive testimony to the objectionableness of 
the German excursionists, or, to use his 
own words, “incursionist” party that 
has a habit of running. about in Europe. 
It was gabble and guttle and guzzle, and 
it is, as Mr. Howells remarks, 
to be ‘“‘ molestively happy.” 

Mr. Howells had a good time in Naples; 
he liked the joyful nolses of the city, the 
real Neapolitan life. He did not 
even to th® Neapolitan beggars, as so 
many Americans do. . Indeed, he rather 
approves of beggars, for he thinks that 
comfort should be constantly reminded of 
misery by the sight of it—comfort is so 
forgetful. ‘‘ Besides,” he goes on to say, 
“in Italy charity costs so little. A cent 
of our money pays a mah for the loss of 
an arm or a leg; 2 cents is the compensa- 
tion for total blindness, and a sick moth- 
er, with a brood of starving children, is 
richly rewarded for her pains with a 
nickel worth 4 cents,” 

Rome appealed strongly to Mr. Howells 
in several ways; but he does not appear 
to have fallen In love with the city. 
“ None of the relics of ancient Rome,” he 
remarks as he closes the last of the chap- 
ters devoted to his Roman days, “ stirs a 
soft emotion in the beholder, and as for 
beauty, there Is more of it in some ivy- 
netted fragment of some English abbey 
which Henry's Cromwell ‘hammered 
down’ than in the ruins of all the palaces 
and temples and theatres and circuses and 
baths of that imperial Rome which the 
world is so well rid of.” 

At Pisa Mr. Howells was invited to be 
godfather to an infant that was awaiting 
baptism in the famous baptistry ‘“ over 
forninst the town.” To his great regret 
he was forced to point out that, being a 
Protestant, he could not accept the honor 
and responsibility that had been tendered 
him. 

* But,” he remarks, “I remained some- 
what disappointed. It would have been 
pleasant to leave a godchild behind me in 
the neighborhood of Pisa; to have sent 
him from time to time some little remem- 
brance of this remote America, and, per- 
haps, when he grew up and learned the 
art of statuary, to have had from him a 
Leaning which he had cut in ala- 
baster for me.”

THREE SCIENCE ROMANCES. 


N the “Romance of Science” series 
three new volumes are “‘ The Romance 
of Early British Life,” by G. F. Scott 

Elilot, and “The Romance of modern 
Geology,” by ‘Edwin 8. Grew, editor vf 
Knowledge, and “The Romance of Bird 
Life,” by John Lea, (imported, by J. B. 
Lippincott Company, $1.50 each.) Like 
the preceding issues of this series, which 
now number sixteen yolumes, these books 
present the facts and the recent develop- 
snents of the subjects with which they 
deal in such a way as to make 
them intensely interesting even to 
child readers. Intended primarily as 
supplementary reading in connection 
with schcol work, they will appeal 
equally to those no longer of school 
age who enjoy scientific reading, but 
like it made interesting. The volume 
dealing with geology takes up the forma- 
tion of the earth in early ages and the 
development of life and deals with the 
forces of wind and wave and internal 
heat that are still at work upon it, ex- 
plaining what these forces do and how 
they act and giving many instances of 
their efficiency. 

“The Romarice of Bird Life” is a fas- 
cinating account of the habits and cus- 
toms of all manner of birds, telling how 
they are educated from the moment they 
emerge from the sheil, how much they 
know by instinct and how much they 
have to be taught, of how they carry on 
their courtships, what they do for recre- 
ation, how they take their journeys, how 
they fish and fight and steal and act the 
pirate, their domestic virtues and vices, 
their strange friendships and their social 
habits, anid many other queer and Iinter- 
esting things that most people would 
never dream of in connection with birds. 
It deals with birds over the world, 
from those as familiar as the barnyard 
goose and hen to those of the least known 
kinds, while one chapter has something 
to say of extinct species. Both volumes 
are written with charming simplicity and 
are rich with illustrations and anecdote, 
with which they make vivid their state- 
men‘s of scientific fact. Each has some 
twenty-five Mlustrations. 

“The Romance of Early British Life"’ 
attempts to deal rather more dramatical- 


ly with its subject, telling in story form 
little narratives of the lives of the pre- 
historic legendary and early historical 
British peoples. It describes the inhab- 
itants of the islands and their lives dur- 
ing the ice age and the following changes 
in climate, tells what hajfpened when the 
Picts came, how Stonehenge was built, 
earries an imaginary tourist through 
Britain in the year 1 A. D., deals with 
Boadicea and the Roman rule, and so on 
down to the times of Alfred the Great.

DICKENS’ MISCELLANEOUS WORK. 


A bulky book of over 700 pages, with 
the title “Miscellaneous Papers,” (im- 
ported by Scribner’s, $1.50,) forms an ad- 
ditional—the twenty-second—volume of

Dickens’s writings of the sort that are 
generally considered to have only tem- 
porary value, the editor. B. W. Matz, 
says in the preface that “no apology is 
necessary, for it will be found that the 
majority of these articles, essays, and 
Stories are not the efforts of immaturity, 
but the work of a great writer composed 
during the prime of his literary career.” 
New sources of information have made 
it possible to identify many articles not 
known hitherto to be Dickens's work, 
and to throw out some that have. been 
wrongly attributed to him.

8. N. C.—Can you oF some of your readers 
tell me where the words “‘ pouring oll upon 
the troubled waters’ could be found? _ 

This ts of ancient origin, and, of course, 
grew out of the custom of pouring oll on 
the waves of the sea during a storm, 
which custom prevails at the present 
day. Ih Natural History, by Pliny the 
Eléer, Book 2, Section 234, can be found 
one of the earliest. allusions: ©“ Every- 
thing is soothed by oil, and this fs the 
reason why divers send out smal! quanti- 
ties of it from their mouths because it 
smoothes every part which is rough.” In 
Plutareh’s ‘* Natural Questions"’ he asks; 
“ Why. does pouring oll on the sea make 
it clear and calm? Is it for that the 
winds, slipping the smooth of), have no 
force, nor cause any waves?” In Eo- 
clesiastical History, Book IIL, Chapter 
15, the venerable Bede relates that Bishop 
Adam (A. D. 651) gave to a company 
about to take a journey by sea “ some 
holy oll, saying, ‘I know that when you 
go abroad you will meet with a storm and 
contrary wind, but do ycu remember to 
cast this oil I give you inte the sea and 
the wind shall cease immoediately,’” In 
Spark's edition of Franklin's Works, Vol. 
VL, Page 354, there are letters between 
Franklin, Browning, and Parish on the 
stilling of waves by means of oll. 


Cc W. E—In the “ Upton Letter,”” page 275, 
Mr. Benson, In speaking of an author, T. E. 
Brown, (a Manxman,) criticizes him for his 
style. He says ‘he has @ sort of jargon of 
his own—a dreadful jargon. He must write 
‘erittur’ or ‘craythur’ when he means crea- 
ture—he uses the word galore,” &c. Is there 
anything’ inclegant in the word galore? I have 
supposed it to be a good expressive word—nel- 
ther slangy nor objectionable 

Webster’s International Dictionary, the 
Century Dictionary, and the Standard 
Dictionary give galore as one of the cor- 
rect words of the English language, 
calling it neither dialect nor colloquial. 
Worcester’s Dictionary says: “ Used by 
sailors and local, Eng."’ The Dictionary 
of Slang and Colloquia) English, by John 
8. Farmer and W. BH. Henley, gives it 
without comnfent. The English Dialect 
Dictionary, edited by Prof. Joseph Wright 
of the University of Oxford, says that it 
is i general dialect ane colloquial use 
in Scotland, Ireland, and England. It is 
in the Stanford Dictionary of Anglicized 
Words and Phrases, edited for the syn- 
dics of the University Press of Cambridge 
by C. A. M. Pennell. The word appears 
{n Cassell's Engiish Dictionary,. and is 
not marked slang or colloquialism. It 
ts given botl’ as a substantive and as an 
adverb. Stormonth’s Dictionary of the 
English Language says that it is Scotch 
and provincial English The Imperial 
Dictionary gives [t as one of the words 
fully adopted into the English language. 
The majority of authorities regard gaiore 
aa & good English word

Haziitt’s “ Engtish Proverbs” gives the 
proverb as “ Betwixt the devil and the 
Dead Sea,” and quotes it from Clarke’s 
“ Paroemlologia,” 1639, and adds thia note 
of explanation: ‘“‘On the horns of a dilem- 
ma. In Cornwall they say ‘deep’ sea, 
which may be right.” Reddall's “ Fact, 
Fancy, and Fable” gives the following 
explanation of the proverb: “ This expres- 
sion ig used by Col. Munroe in his ‘ Expe- 
dition with Mackay’s Regiment,’ printed 
in London in 1637. The regiment was with 
the army of Gustavus Adolphus and was 
engazed in a battle with the Austrians. 
The Swedish gunners did not elevate their 
guns sufficiently, and their shot fell 
among this Scottish regiment, so .that 
‘we were between the devil and the deep 
nea.’ 

I@may be that the phrase has an earlier 
origin; Some date it as‘far back as the 
Hebrew exodus, when the chostn people 
ttad the Red.Sea in front and Pharaofi's 
fests behind. Others think it refers to 
Seylla and Charybdis. Yet another deri- 
vation ascribes it to-an unkown skipper 
caught in a gale of wind on a rocky lege 
shore trying to {claw off’ and work his
